Wide Interest In 


Potato Storage 


Many Curing Houses to 


Be Manufactured in 


Arkansas 


At the present, time there is a wide 


interest in the building-of sweet po- 
tato storage houses, and of course all 
want to build as economically as pos_ 
sible. It will not pay, however, to 
build a house so cheap that it will not 
serve the purpose for which it was 
built, states J. S. Knox, University of 
Arkansas College of Agriculture, Ex- 
tension Service. 


There are a few requirements which 


must be met if the storage is to be 
successful: First, it must be built so 
that the temperature of the house can 
be reasonably well controlled. It must 
ba provided with proper entilating 
facilities so that moisture can be con- 
trolled. It must be built so that mois- 
ture cannot creep into the floor space. 


The houses constructed of logs with 


the cracks doubed with cement are 
just as good for storage as any if 
they are built right, but they must be 
pi built that there are no cracks be- 
tween the logs. The overhead coil- 
ing must also be good. 


For the hundreds of small growers 


who may have only a few bushels of 
sweet potatoes and who do not wish 
to go to the expense of building a 
storage house, there is the old-fash-

A comprehensive program of activ- 


ity for the Broadway of America 
Highway association has just been 
submitted to the officers and directors 
and is meeting with universal appro- 
val. 
The entire program is based on 


securing more tourist travel over the 
Broadway, and seeing that the tour- 
ists miss no points of scenic and his_ 
toric interest on or adjacent to, the 


The present widespread publicity 


and advertising program will be car- 
ried on, and efforts are being made to 
secure more co-operation from each 
city and town on the route. Cities 
are being asked to erect Broadway 
signs at city limits, these signs, to be 
uniform and on specifications supplied 
by the Broadway office. 


Large signs will be erected by the 


association at all points where traffic 
is being diverted from the Broadway. 
This is one of the most important 
phases of this year's work. 


It is planned to issue 200,000 new
